Famous Bath In Iceland 


Built By Great Chieftain and Is Six 
Centuries Old 

One of Icelwnd's great chieftains 
Was named Snorre Sturleson. He did 
two things which have made his name 
famous, - He wrote a book about the 
Kings of Norway and he built in Ice- 
land the famous bath, which for more 


than six centuries has survived the 
ravages of time, 

The bath is perfectly circular in 
form and 16 feet in diameter. It 


is constructed of hewn stones which 
exactly fil one another and have been 
joined together-by a fine cement. The 
floor is paved with stones of the same 


‘kind, and 4 stone bench capable of 
; seating thirty persons runs round the 


inside of the bath. 


The water is supplied from a hot 
‘spouting fountain 6500 ‘set to the 
north, It is carried by an under: 


ground aqueduct constructed of stones 
cemented together in the same way 
as those that form the bath. 

On reaching the basin the water is 
admitted through a smal aperture 
which is clesed up with a stone when 
a sufficient amount has been received. 

There is another opening at the bot- 
tom of the bath by means of which 
the water is allowed to run away, and

Dr. John W. Draper, chief surgical 
expert of the New Jersey States Hos- 
pital for the Insane in Trenton, ad- 
mitted that he said, in a recent speech 
before the Montreal Forum, that ex- 
pert modern dentistry was responsible 
for a large proportion of insanity, Dr. 
Draper's statesment was: 

“Capping diseased teeth drives poi | 
sons into the system, which are esti-| 
mated to be 40,000 times as dangerous 
as rattlesnake poison.” , 

Dr. Louis Reiss, Secretary of the 
Newark Dental Club, said insanity 
melancholia, neuralgia, rheumatism, | 
insomnia, indigestion, headache, kia. | 
ney troubles, joint disease and abnor- 
mal blood conditions had their origin 
He believes extraction 
of bad teeth from insane patients} 
brings about a complete cure, in a cer- 
tain percentage of cases. 

The idea that persons who had or 
have insanity in their family should 
not marry is all wrong, according to 
Dr. Draper. 

“In the vast majority of cases,” he 
says, “Insanity {is not a disease in it-| 
self, but simply functional toxic de- 
rangement which affects the brain. 
Once that functional derangement is | 
removed, insanity disappears. | 

“Insanity is a malady as curable as | 
tuberculosis, typhoid or other ail- 
ments.” / 

Dr. Draper, who will soon embody 
his five years’ study of mental cases 
at the New Jersey State Institution a} 
an official report, cites statistics which 
show 85 per cent. of the patients who 
recelyed proper surgical and medical 
treatment were discharged as com- 
pletely cured.

Canadian National Railways Rushing 
All Available Engines and Cars to 
Strategic Points to Handle 
Wheat Crop 

Hundreds of powerful engines and 
box cars, the aggregate length of 
which would cover many miles of sid- 
ing, are being concentrated at strate- 
gic points throughout the prairle prov- 
Inces, within easy reach of the great 
wheat flelds along the lines of the 
Canadian National Railways in prep- 
aration for moving the 1923 crop. 
From present indications it is antict- 
pated that the yield this year will be 
the heaviest in the history of Canada, 
and preparations are being made that 
the wheat, once it commences moving 
marketward, will flow steadily and 
without interruption through the fun- 
nel at the head of the lakes on its way 
to the world markets.

Cleaning Out London Slums 


One of Most Notorious Districts Will 
Be Rebuilt 

Within a short time one of London's 

cleaned out, 

owing to the drastic proposal of the 


Borough of Bermondsey, the council} 


having decided to pull down all build- 


lings in Salisbury Street, one of the 


most notorious slum districts in the 
entire city. The place will be re 
built with modern houses. 

Forty years ago this district was 
condemned by the public health au- 
thorities as insanitary, but until now 
nothing has done done to remedy mat- 
ters. While the replacing of ram- 
shackle old houses with new blocks is 
going on inhabitants will be provided 
with temporary accommodations, 

Bermondsey is the first of London

Natural Resources Bulk Largely In 
Our Export Trade 

The Natural Resources Intelligenco 
Service of the Deoartment of the In. 
‘terior at Ottawa, says: 
{ The extent to which Canada’s na 
{tural resources enter into her export 
trade is shown by the figures for the 
year ending March 81 last.  Agricul- 
ture, the backbone of our export trade, 
as Yepresented by agricultural and 
vegetable products, amounted to $407, 
760,000, or 43.8 per cent. of the total, 
while animal products amounted to 
$108,339,000, or 11.6 per cent. Tho 
forests, with their products of wood 
and paper, supplied a value of $228,- 
756,000 to our export trade, or 24.5 
per cent., while mines and minerals 
contributed $128,143,000, or 13.3 per 
jeent. Fisheries, Canada’s first natur- 
al resource to be developed, showed 
{exports of $27,502,000, or 3 per cent. 
of the total, while chemical products, 
derived entirely from our natural re- 
sources and largely due to our unex- 
celled waterpower providing facilities 
for their manufacture, showed exports 
of $14,047,000, or 1.5 per cent. of our 
total export trade. With such a 
showing made by our 8,788,000 popula- 
tion, it is not much to be wondered at 
that Canadians are proud of their na- 
tural resources,

Imports Shown ta be Considerably on 
the Increase 

There was an increase of 140 mil- 
lion dollars in the total trade of Can- 
ada during the four months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year ending with July, ac- 
cording to figures recently made pub-} 
lic by the Department of Customs and | 
Excise. For the month of July alone} 
the increase over the previous July 
was 29 millions. 

The increase in the trade for the. 
four months was pretty well divided | 
between imports and exports, but the 
increase in imports was about 16 mil- 
lions greater than that in exports. 
The total trade for the four months 
ending with July last was 624 millions 
as compared with 484 millions for the 
corresponding period of last year. The 
imports for the four months of this} 
year were 314 millions as compared j 
with 236 millions; while the domestic 
exports for the current year were 305 
millions as against 248 millions in 
1922. 


Evidence of Wealth
